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CIRCULAR LETTER. 


Salisbury, N. C., August 24, 1927. 
To the members and messengers who may compose the Abbotts 
Creek Association to convene with the church at Pine Meeting House, 
Davidson County, N. C. 


GREETINGS:—Being appointed by our precious brethren at 
the last session of this association, to write a circular letter, I 
now make the attempt. I wish to speak of the things most assured- 
ly believed by our brethren. By this I mean the churches composing 
this association. As I have spent my time in the ministry with them 
I feel like I know what they believe. Having done all to stand, 
they now stand and earnestly contend for the faith once delivered to 
the Saints.
